The Inter-Allied Conference. will reas- 
semble on Dec. 16 or 17..

David Lloyd George, the ‘British Pre- 
mier, and A. J. Balfour,’ : ‘the Foreign 
Minister, expect to Come ‘here at that 
time to meet President Wilson and ‘at- 
tend the conference, but the‘ elections in 
Great Britain may not - permit them to 
remain more than two or three ‘days.

‘*I am prepared to take the matter 
up in the Senate the moment that facts 
are placed before me to show that re- 
strictions have been imposed ~ which 
hamper the transmission of a full re- 
port of what is going on’ in connection 
with the Peace Conference,’’ Senator 
Johnson said today. : 

‘Tf there is the slightest injustice it 
cannot be permitted to pass without 
thorough investigation. If there: is any 
indication that the news is being held 
up I shall act, and I’am sure that my 
associates will join with me. 

‘‘ Everything should be done to ates 
the fullest ana freest expression. by the 
press to our people of what takes place. 
Any other situation would’ be an intol- 
erable one. 

“ What a sad thing it is that a Creel 
should ration the news -which is to be 
received by the American - people—the 
pews concerning developments that. may 
mean the whole future of our Republic! 

“The question at issue far transcends 
in importance the rights of any individ- 
val newspaper. It is one of the most 
important propositiona which. confronts 
the American people.” 

Senator Johnson, as well as. somie of 
his colleagues, expressed doubt ‘that 
cable dispatches te the effect that only 
28,000 words a day were to be’ allotted 
to the newspapers: were authentic. Sen- 
ator Johnson said that such a schedule 
was obviously inadequate, and added 
that if such proved to be the situation 
he would not hesitate to place the mat- 
ter before the Senate and demand. that 
the rights of the press and ‘the Ameri- 
can people be recognized and immediate 
alteration of policy made to. permit of 
full publicity.

LONDON, . Dec. 6.—The formal prelim- 
inary Peace Conference is ‘unlikely to 
assemble until after: the New> Year, 
Arthur J. Balfour’ told THE New Yoru 
Timers "correspondent this’. afternoon. 
This, he explained, was: only his personal 
view, as, the procedure must ‘be settled 
when: the representatives of ‘the asso- 
ciated Governments met. J 

The British general elections would 
prevent, he thought, Lloyd George or 
any of his -colleagues from ‘being in 
Paris before Dec. 15, and then would 


ensue a period of -consultations on. the 
immensely complicated questions to come 
before the conference. 

’ “Some of these,’’ Mr. Balfour said, 
‘‘may be carried on formally, some in- 
formally, and others. perhaps almost 
casually; but I hope and expect that 
they will lead to a most illuminating in- 
terchange of ideas."’ 

Speaking of the conference itself, the 
British Foreign Minister expressed the 
opinion. that the preliminary sessions 
would be the most important of all. Ac- 
ording to precedent, the country in 
which it was held would: determine the 
procedure and devide.on the Chairman. 

As for President Wilson’s fourteen 
points, he took them as rather a guide 
to general policy than a formal legal 
statement of the limits of the decisions 


‘to.be reached. 


Mr. Balfour ‘could give no idea as to 
when the President could come to this 
country. He expressed great desire to 
seé him here, but said that-the date of 


his visit must depend on his own con- 
venience. 


Sees Much Work for America. 


Then Mr. Balfour was asked if he had 
seen The Round Table suggestion that 
the United States would: be Invited to 
take an active part in govérning some 
of the territories left without: Govern- 
ments by the war. 

‘* Personally, I should wish,” he re- 
plied, ‘‘ to see the United States take its 
full share in the work of the Léague of. 
Nations. This ia merely my own view, 


and I do not know what your President |_ 


thinks; but it seems to me the league 
can only succeed if it receives the aid 
of the best thought of the world, and, if 
the league is worth anything at all, 
those who join it must take a very im- 
portant share in the work it involves. 
It is not only probable, but: very desir- 
able, that the league will do more than 
merely prevent war and preserve peace; 
The world is a very complicated: place, 
and it will never be an easy place to 
manage. 

‘One ofthe great difficulties is the great 
gradations of divilizations with different 
ideals and different methods of thought, 


It fe folly, to suppose that the world can |’ 


be quickly turned into a series, of free 
States with free institutions like the 
United States. The world is not made 
like that; even Europe is not made like 
that. There will be a great many States 


-created in Europe which the League of 


Nations must care for. 
“It is all very vague speculation, but 
I am emphatic in my’ opinion that the 


creation of something. like a 


international machinery for this purpose 
is the highest function the conference | 
ean Propose for itself.

TRAINED BY NAVY 


Figures Revealed as to Results 
of Air Service with 
‘the Fleet. 


EFFECTIVE CONVOY WORK 


No Transport Lost While Guarded 
by Swift Seaplanes—Others 
Served in War Zone. 


' The fact that the Navy organized and 


trained a flying organization, the per- 
sonnel of which totaled 42,584 officers 
and enlisted men, will be disclose in to- 
day’s issue of The Army and Navy 
Journal. The article will show that on 
Nov. 11, when the armistice was signed, 
the Navy had 1,656 airplane pilots, of 
whom 831 we then in the United 
States and ~- 825 duty in European 
waters. OfficersYother than pilots to- 
taled 1,349, of whom 409 wer in Europe 
and the rest in home waters when the 
fighting stopped. In addition there 
were 3,912 officers at training schools 
at home and abroad, while the enlisted 
per el numbered 25,667 men of whom 
22,441 were on duty in Europe and 20,- 
113 in the United States. 

“The summary shows,” The Army and 
Navy Journal says, ‘a grand total of 
42,584 officers and men engaged in the’ 
Navy’ s air service, a’ truly, impressive 
force and one that will cause surprise 
because soMlittle has become known of 
the rapid steps which followed immedia- 
tely the declaration of war. In July, 
1917, Navy aviation was still in its in- 
fancy .for there were then only forty- 
five qualified naval aviators. This group 
was made up entirely of officers of the 
Navy, Coast Guard, and Marine Corps. 
There were then approximately about 
200 student officers and 1,200 enlisted 
men, and no special fraining ground for 
officers. All training activities were con- 
fined to the three naval stations at Pen- 
‘sacola, Fla., Bayshore, Long: Island, N. 
Reg and Squantum, Mass. How modest 
was the progress in flight duty in the 
early years as compared with the 

‘peak’ of 1918, is appreciable at a 
giance at the following record of naval 
aviation in the United States:

“The decrease in flying hours in 1914 
was due to the fact that the United 
States cruiser North Carolina, a carry- 
ing ship, was ordered abrbad. The 1916 
decrease came as a result of cessation 


of flying at Pensacola while the navy 
was awaiting new fiying equipment to 
replace the mixture of old, underpow- 
ered, and small machines, and this let- 
down carried through to 1917, The: ear- 
ly part of that year was inactive’ and 
about three-fourths of the flying hours 
were recorded after July 1, that. year. 
In this period of development fatalities 
due to accident were very low, for up 
to the present year only eighteen pilots 
were killed, the first being Ensign W. D 
Billingsley, who was thrown from a sea- 
plane in 1918.

PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


Text of Vital Clauses on Income and 
Excess Profits Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The section 
of the new Revenue bill giving the nor- 
mal income tax rate for individuals is 
as follows:

Excess Profits Tax.

BURDEN OF DIRECT TAX 
FELL ON RICH IN 1918 


$592,613,000 -Assessed on In- 
comes Above $3,000; $22,- 
395,000 on Those Below. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Direct taxes 
fell heavily on corporations and on per- 
sons having large incomes, and lightly 
on the great majority of persons earn- 
‘Ing less than $3,000 a year, it was shown 
today by the annual report of Daniel G. 
Roper, Internal Revenue Commissioner, 
far the year ending June 30, 

Although 2,319,000 persons, with ine 
comes of $3,000 or less in 1917 filed re- 
turns, inchuding many heads of families 
having incomes ranging between ‘$1,000 
and $2, which were reportable but 
not taxable, they were assessed only 
$22,395,000 in the aggregate, or less than 
$10 each. On the other hand 665,000 in- 
dividuals with incomes of more than 
$3,000 were assessed $592,613,000.

.713,000 came from 117,000 concerns, 
while income tax assessments. of $48,< 
175,985 other assessments by classes

WAR A FAILURE WITHOUT IT 


Disagrees with Knox’s Plan of an 


Early Peace and Later Dis- 
cussion of the Future. 


William Howard Taft declared at a 
dinner at the Lotos Club last night that 
the stars in their courses were driving 
the world into a league of nations to 
enforce peace. The former President 
asserted with solemn emphasis that un- 
less such a league, at least in its essen- 
tial principles, develops out of the Paris 
conference, the war will have been a 
failure, the treaty will be a failure, and 
the peace itself will be a failure. 

In a long argument, which was heard 
with the closest attention, Mr. Taft said 
that while President Wilson at first 
favored such a league, he had been for 
a time “‘ faint hearted ’’ toward it, but 
the speaker believed Mr. Wilson had 
been won back to its support. He added 
that every indication in diplomatic ex- 
changes and in the utterances of promi- 
nent public men abroad, indicated that 
al the principal allied countries would 
Back the proposal in its essence. 

Mr. Taft flatly took issue with his

Philander C. Knox, who asserted re-| 2°5¢ 


cently in the Senate that there should 
be a quick winding up of the war, leav- 
ing the formation of the league, 
changes fn the laws of the sea and other 
international questions to a later and 
more leisurely discussion by the nationa. 

He asserted it to be his observation 
that ‘‘ gentlemen at Washington "’ sit up 
and take notice when an issue becomes

has reached that stage.

Only a small gathering of newspaper 
editors and publishers heard the ex- 
President. Their opportunity came just 
after the ‘victory program’ of the 
League to Enforce Peace, adopted at a 
recent meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee, had been read. 

This program, after asserting that the 
league should aim at promoting liberty, 
progress, and fair economic opportunity 


for all nations and that ihe nucleus 
should be the nations assoctated as bel- 
ligerents in winning the war, scts forth 
these principles which it would have 
govern the proposed league of nations: 

1. For the decision of justiciable ques- 
tions, an impartial tribunal whose juris- 
diction shall not depend upon the assent 
of the parties to the controversy; provision 
to be made for enforcing its decisions. 

2. For questions that are not justiciable 
fm their character, a Council of Concilia- 
tion, as mediator, which shall hear, con- 
sider, and make recommendations; and, 
failing acquiescence by the parties con- 
cerned, the league shall determine what 
action, if any, shall be taken. 

3. An administrative organization for the 
conduct of affairs of common interest, the 
protection and care of backward regions 
and internationalized places, an such 
matters as have been jointly administered 
before and during the war. We hold that 
this object must be attained by methods 
and through machinery that will insure 
both stability and progress; preventing, on 
the one hand, any crystallization of the 
status quo that will defeat the forces of 
healthy growth and changes, and provid- 
ing, on the other hand, a way by which 
progress can be secured and necessary 
change effected without recourse to war. 

4. A representative Congress to formu- 
late and codify rules of international law, 
to inspect the work of the administrative 
bodies, and to consider any matter af- 
fecting the tranquillity of the world or the 

rogress or betterment of human relations. 
ts deliberations should be public. 

5. An executive body, able to speak with 
authority in the name of the nations rep- 

fesented and to act in case the peace of the 
world is endangered. 

The representation of the different na- 
tions in the organs of the league should be 
fin proportion to the responsibilities and 
obligations they assume. e rules of in- 
ternational law should not be defeated for 
lack of unanimity.

BORAH RIDICULES 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Says Every Nation Would Re- 
serve Right to Enforce Its 
“Monroe Doctrine.” 


THREE SENATORS OPPOSE 


Lewis, Walsh, and Williams Back 
President’s Plan—Reed Sides 
with Borah. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—There was 
general discussion in the Senate today 
on the proposed League of Nations, 
with Senators Lewis of Illinois, Walsh 
of Montana, and Williams of Mississippi, 
Democrats, supporting such an organi- 
zation, and Senators Borah of Idaho, 
Republican, and Reed of Missouri, Dem- 
ocrat, opposing it. - Few Senators fol- 
lowed the discussion, the average at- 
tendance during the day being about 
thirty. " 

The resolution of Senator Cummins of 
Iowa, Republican, proposing the ap- 
poiniment of a Senate committee to go 
to karis and keep the Senate informed 
on cvents at the Peace Conference was 
not brought up today because of the 
absence of its author. The Senate ad- 
journed tonight until next Tuesday, 
when the War Revenue Dill will be 
taken up with right of way given it. 
Peace discussion, however, is expected 
to continue during the‘debate on this 
measure. 

Senator Lewis opened the debate today 
by delivering a prepared address, He 
asserted that public opinion rather than 
armed force must be relied upon to en- 
force the decrees of the League of Na- 
tions, and said that the successful oper- 
ation of the league might give greater 
cause for apprehension than its failure 
because of the demands that might be 
made by one group of nations on an- 
other. He said, however, that he be- 
lieved the benefits to be derived by all 
nations from the league would compen- 
sate for any sacrifices that might have 
to be made. 

Replying to Senator Lewis, Senator 
Borah said he had “ yet to discover any 
person who is willing to follow tne 
league to where they admit it will go 
if followed to its logical conclusion.”’ 

The important questions involved in 
forming the league, Senator Borah said, 
were those of jurisdiction and power of 
the tribunal, and the embodiment in it 
of the necessary powers to enforce its 
rulings. 

**\No man,’’ he continued, ‘‘has yet 
been willing to say that he would give 
this tribunal the power to render judg- 
ments and to give the police force tu 
enforce it.’’ : 

Senator Borah asked what the League 
would amount to unless it had power to 
enforce its judgments. 

“‘And if it does renaer a judgment 
for the purpose of preventing war,’’ in- 
terjected Senator Reed, ‘‘and has the 
power to enforce that judgment, how is 


it going to enforce that judgment with- 
out making war?’’ 

‘* Exactly,’’ replied the Idaho Senator. 

Senator Borah said that A. J. Balfour, 
the British Foreign Minister, has been 
quoted as favoring the League of Na- 
tions; but he said the kind of League 
proposed by the British statesman, 
‘* seems to me nothing more ,than an 
old ladies’ quilting society.” 

Reading from .a statement on the 
league made by Mr. Balfour Aug. 1, 
Senator Borah said the Foreign Minister 
rejected the proposition for an interna- 
tional court and enforcement of decrees 
through economic pressure, ridiculed uni- 
versal disarmament, and regretted uni- 
versal arbitration. 

Former Ambassador Bryce and the 
Earl of Curzon also appear to think 
that the league should not have military 
forces under its control, nor power to 
limit nations’ armament, said the Sena- 


tor. 

Supporting the league, Senator Walsh 
suggested that Senator Borah desired 
to have the United States in a position 
for ‘‘ another territorial grab."’ 

‘‘The Senator understands me just 
about right,’’ Senator Borah _ replied. 
‘I’m willing to leave to this country its 
policy to be determined by the intelli- 
gence of the people. I’m willing to 
trust their sense of justice and right

Liverpool Post Sees No Reason for 
Its Suspicion of Wilson. 


LIVERPOOL, Dec. 6.—The Liverpool 
Post, one of the most important pro- 
vincial newspapers in England, in dis- 
cussing the visit of President Wilson 
to Burope, says: 

“It is difficult for us on this side to 


understand the extraordinary suspicion 
entertained by many in America over 
President Wilson’s attendance at the 
Peace Conference. It once was sug- 
gested that a Senate committee would 
accompany the President, presumably 
to watch over his proceedings. It is 
now stated that labor delegates will fol- 
low him, headed by.

London Times Points to Omission 
in Lloyd George’s Address.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—The London Times 
in an editorial on the Premier’s mani- 
festo to the nation regrets that he made 
no constructive allusion to ‘ the great- 
est question of all,’’ namely, the ques- 
tion concerning the peace settlement, 
the method of making it, and the means 
of assuring its stability when made.

ARMY’S HEALTH EXCELLENT 


Gorgas Thinks Low Mortality from 
Disease Has Set Record. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The health of 
the American Army, both at home and 
overseas, has been excellent and the 
mortality rate from disease probbaly 
lower than in any similar body of troops 
in the history of warfare, Surgeon Gen- 
eral William C.. Gorgas declared in his 
annual report made public today. 

Complete statistics of deaths in army 
camps are not included in the report, 
which covers only the fiscal year to 
June 30; 1918. In 1917 total deaths from 
disease were 2,984 and the death rate 


per thousand, 6.3. This compares with 
& seven-year average of 4.9 per thou- 


sand. 

Contrasting this record with that of 
previous years, General Gorgas points 
out that if the morbidity of typhoid 
fever had been the same as in 1898, there 
would have been 1,400 deaths from that 
disease alone, whereas there were 
only 23. 

Measles is placed at the head of the 
diseases causing death, although the 
report shows that 45 per cent. of the 
oaths were dte to resultant pneu- 
monia.

Are Boosted. 


The mysterious fascination which the 
six-day. race has for the sport-hungry 
public prompted the promoters to boost 
the prices last night, and even with the 
extra’ financial burden Madison Square 
Garden was jammed from pit to attic.

|Denies He Intends to Return as 
Columbia Leader. 


James C. Rice, formerly coach of the 
Columbia University crews, authorized 
a denial yesterday that he contemplated 
returning to Columbia next Spring. 

“It is not true that I contemplate re- 
turning to Columbia as a coach of the 
crews,” said Jim. “ At my request the 
Columbia authorities released me _ last 
June from the contract I had with them. 
I regretted that it seemed best for me 
to leave Morningside Heights when I 
made my decision last Spring, and 
still have a feeling of regret that I can- 
not return. Columbia has always treated 
me right, but I think that my future 
demands that I coach at a university 
where the material is not so limited in 
quantity as it has proved to be at Co- 
lumbia.

SHOWN IN MUSEUM 


| Pmerican-Made Pieces of Mid 
 , 18th Century Gathered by 
| George S. Palmer. 


AFTER 30 YEARS’ SEARCH 


Collection Also Contains Rare Eng- 
lish-Made Articles, Including 
Two Royal Armchairs. 


There will be opened for exhibition 

. today in Galleries J9 and 10 of the Met- 
fTopolitan Museum of Art a recently ac- 
‘ quired accession of mid-eighteenth cent- 
ury American furniture, which, with col- 
lections already in possession of the 
™useum, will make the most complete 
assemblage of household furnishings of 
our country that can possibly be brought 

_ together. The collection is a part of 
that assembled after thirty years of 
strenuous effort by George 8S. Palmer of 
New London in acquiring the treasures 

| which -now, through the museum, be- 
come the property of the public. 

R. T. H. Halsey, expert on these lines 
and a fellow-collector of Mr. Palmer, is 
the authority for the statement that he 
and other experts in fine old furniture 
had no idea that such beautiful pieces 
as Mr. Palmer discovered had ever been 
made in America. Mr. Halsey says ‘that 
the museum has row an unrivaled col- 
lection of American furniture. 

There are forty-one American-made 
pieces in the collection which the mu- 
geum has acquired, and twenty-five 
Hnglish. They are now arranged in the 
two galleries in which they are shown 
as nearly as possible as they would be 
fn a private home,’ the American-made 
in one room and the HMnglish in another. 
Only one American piece has strayed 
fnto the English room, a piece of much 
fmterest, a ‘‘ mixing table ’’ which came 
from Baltimore, on which were prepared 
the various kinds of beverage which in 
the earlier days took the place of the 
cocktail. It is a charming piece of fur- 
miture, of much delicate grace, small 
closets or cellarets at the sides holding 
the bottles. 

There are old desks, highboys and 
lowboys, pie crust tables; a high post 
bedstead, and an unusual piece is a 
knife and fork holder on casters. ‘The 
lower part of this is shaped like an 
oblong ottoman upon which is the box 
divided in two sections, like the familar 
knife box, but of much larger size. Two 
royal armchairs of walnut, English of 
the latter part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, are gems of the collection; there 
are side tables of great distinction, tall 
clocks of full size and others in minia- 
ture. A desk made in Connecticut has 
twenty-seven drawers, and a_ tiny 
** ladies’ "’ desk with ball and claw feet 
is an exquisite little piece of furniture. 
Queen Anne, Chippendale, Sheraton, and 
Hepptliwhite periods are represented. 

The American-made furniture the ex- 
perts find has a charm of its own, being 
less elaborate than that made on the 
other side of the water. Of the Ameri- 
can makers the identity of one has been 
discovered, William Savery, who had his 
‘shop ‘‘ At the Sign of the Chair. a little 
below the Market in Second Street, 


Philadelphia.’’ The Palmer collection is 
rich in the work of this man 

An interesting feature of the exhibi- 
tion is the showing with it on the walls 
of the galleries in which it is exhibited 

designs from the pattern books of the 
old English furniture designers, Chip- 
pendale and the others, from which the 
cabinet makers of their day and later 
. drew liberally. 

The collection will remain on exhibi- 
tion as a collection only until Jan. 5. 
Eventually this and the other collec- 
tions will be brought together, filling an 
entire wing of the museum. A portion 
of the Bolles collection of furniture, ac- 
quired by the museum through the gen- 
erosity of Mrs. Russcil Sage which has 
mot yet been seen by the public, is now 
also being shown in the basement of the 


museum 
In the Egyptian department of the 
museum there is opened today a special 
pice of unusual interest showing the 
life of of the people.

STARVING PETROGRAD. 

Before the war Petrograd had two 
million people; when soldiers and up- 
lifters flocked to it in the early 
months of 1917 it had nearly four 
million; now barely half a million are 
left, and they are starving. The city 
looks deserted, according to fugitives 

reaching Stockholm. Half of all the 
flats are occupied by Red Guards and 
their families. Hotels, restaurants, 
cafés, and offices are closed. The 
middle classes are excluded from pub- 
lic eating houses and are starving by 
thousands. Many well-known per- 


‘sons have been shot or have starved 


to’death. The only food obtainable is 
the unattractive herring, and these 
cost five rubles each. The only hope 
is that the fleet of the Powers against 
which the Bolsheviki have declared 
war may make its way in before the 
ice closes, and bring food to the 
starving survivors. 

It is a picture that can profitably be 
studied by the well-fed intellectuals in 
this country who are praying for the 
hour when the glorious benefits of 
Bolshevism may be extended to these 
United States.

The 
natural conclusion is that he is writ- 
ing his autobiography, and if he is 
Amerongen will presently be invaded 
By a multitude of magazine editors 
and moving picture billionaires, anx- 
ious to purchase the exclusive rights.

He also did everything 
he could to hurt the cause of the Allies 
before we entered the war, and, unlike 
Mr. Mann, he had the imprudence to 
keep on making objectionable speeches 
and giving interviews even after we 
entered the war. Except that they 
sound like the writings of 2 man who 
had read some books and associated 
with persons of culture, there was 
nothing to dissociate them from the 
speeches of that other famous Illi- 
noisan, Mayor Wa.uaM Hates THOMP- 
gon. 

Mr. Smmnman being visibly one of 
those aimed at in the Mann state- 
ment, he attacks Mann in a speech 
than which none has ever gone closer 
to the bounds set by parliamentary 
law. He insinuates that Mr. Mann 
has never led the Republican Party 
except ‘‘into a ditch'’; that Mr. 
MANN’s efforts to become a Presi- 
dential candidate ‘‘ never got him a 
delegate in his life and never will,’’ 
despite certain ambitious investments 
in headquarters end stationery which 
he particularizes with unseemly relish;

But the Byzantines at this late day can- 
not protect their famous patent against 
infringement, and fortunately the Ger- 
mans will be lucky if, at the Peace Con- 
ference, any objections they may enter 
are as mich as ‘‘ noted.’’ If present at 
all, they will be there like the criminal 
in the dock on sentence day, for they 
will have been tried long before and 
the verdict fixed.

Own made—the old argu- 

Dangers. ment that the more 
sternly, and even the more ferociously, 
war is waged, the shorter will it be, 
and in the end the less destructive of 
life and property. That was the Ger- 
man theory, but there is in it, as they 
have learned at last, a serious fallacy. 
Pushed beyond certain limits, vague, 
but real, the policy of ‘“‘ frightfulness ”’ 
defeats itself by arousing an inextin- 
guishable hatred against its practition- 
ers and by increasing the number of 
their enemies until, if need be, they 
have the whole world against them. 

Among the reasons presented against 
Bases as a weapon are these—they are 
uncontrollable and their effects can- 
not be limited to combatants; they are 
illegitimate because they condemn their 
victims to death by torture long drawn 
out, and their employment opens the 
door to a further development of the de- 
vice which may lead to the utter blot- 
ting out of whole communities or even 
of whole nations. 

It is natural that doctors, knowing 
from their hospital experiences the ef- 
fects of asphyxiating and corrosive 
gases on human beings, should regard 
their use in war as particularly hor- 
rible, but they are not alone in this 
feeling, 4nd not the least grievance of 
the Allies against the Germans is that 
the latter, by resorting to this infernal] 
expedient, compelled their opponents, 
also, to do the same thing in self-de- 
fense, It, is poor consolation for them 
to know that, having been forced into 
this repulsive form of imitation, they 
improved on the example set and hurled 
into the opposing lines gases in greater 
quantity and of more deadly quality 
than those they received.

URGE CHINA TO END WAR. 


Allies Express Concern Over Danger 
Lx, ' to Reconstruction. 


PEKING, Dec. 2, (Associated Press,)— 
The American, British, French, Itelian, 
and Japanese Ministers had an audience 
this afternoon with President Hsu Shih- 
chang and presented to him a memo- 
randum expressing the grave concern of 
the associated Governments in witness- 
ing the continued civil strife in China 
and their wish to encourage the efforts 
of both sides for reconciliation. 

The aide-mémoire pointed out that the 
unhappy division among the Chinese 
had proved no less harmful to foreign 
interests than disastrous to the welfare 
of China herself. The unrést had been 
an encouragement to the enemy, and 
during the supreme crisis of the war had 
hampered the effective co-operation of 
China with the Allies. | 

China’s disuniodn, the aide-mémoire 
continued, was making difficult the task 
of the reorganization of the world for 
the realization of peace and justice 
among all nations, It expressed the 
hopefulness with which the associated 
Governments had observed the steps 
already taken by the President to se- 
cure a settlement of the civil strife, and 
added that they had been happy to be- 
Meve the southern leaders were similarly 
animated. Sympathy was expressed with 
the desire of both parties to set aside 
considerations of sentiment and legal 
technicality and seek a reconciliation

A WORTHY APPEAL. . 

It has been said with truth that the 
hearts of New Yorkers are as big as 
their place of abode. As an example, 
Epwin G. MERRILL, Treasurer of the 
Children’s Aid Society, says in his six- 
ty-sixth annual report of that institu- 
tion that, despite the heavy drain on 
the people’s resources during the war 
period, there has been practically no 
decrease in the annual donations to 
the society. It is to be hoped that a 
peace-time record will favorably over- 
balance that of war, for it is on the 
generosity of the public that the scope 
of this society’s work depends. 

Last Summer, with its extreme heat

I have just received the following letter 
from a distinguished London banker:~ 

“The whole town went mad from Monday 
till Saturday. Millions seemed to be in the 
streets, and how people could cheer for six 
days and have any noise left I do not under- 
stand. Many people thought that the end 
would come suddenly, and such a crack up 
no one expected. The real fact is, I think, 
that the enemy would not fight any more, 
to give their lives to delay a result which 
they saw inevitable. On this side we never 
had any doubt whatever as to the final out- 
come of it all, and always held our heads 
high. 

‘“‘The future is certainly obscure. How 
all these debts are to be paid and the dis- 
located business relations restored is a deep 
problem. I feel sure that the debt of Ger- 
many must be enormously larger than any 
figure yet admitted. The joss of man powe 
means reduced production. We have ever 
3,000,000 casualties. It will all have to be 
spread over a long period. We all recognize 
the value of the United States’ intervention 
in reducing the length of the war, and there 
is no doubt the respect of our two countries 
for each other has greatly grown. I sin- 
cerely trust the excellent relations thus es- 
tablished may go on increasing in cordiality.’’

BIG GERMAN PAYMENTS DUE. 


All Belgian Cash and Converted 


Property Must Be Restored. 
Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—An official 
telegram from Paris today stated that 
Germany must restore during December 
the cash and notes of the Bank of Bel- 
gium, as well as the property of Belgian 
and French banks, removed by -her dur- 
ing the war and converted into marks, 

The dispatch added that Germany 
must also hand over this month to the 
Allies the gold she took from Russia, 
which was paid by the Soviet Govern- 
ment under the terms of the Brest- 
Litovsk treaty. 

It is the determination of the Allies 
to compel Germany to restore at the 
earliest date all the gold, bonds, moneys, 
and securities taken from occupied 
France and Belgium during the five 
years of war, but it is doubted if the 
absolute conditions laid down by Gen- 
eral Foch at the instance of the Allied 
Governments concerning such property 
can be complied with rice by Germany 
during the present month.

Prominent Lawyer Suffered a 
Stroke While Playifig Golf 
Last Saturday. 


HONORED BY COLUMBIA 


Authority. on Municipal and Con- 
tract Law, Was Chairman of

Luther Laflin Kellogg, prominent law- 
yer, and Chairman of the Court House 
Board that had charge of the building 
of the new Court House, died at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at his home, 
680 Park Avenue, as the result of a 
stroke of epoplexy which he suffered 
while playing golf last Saturday. When 
he went .on the links -he was apparently 
in the best of health. 2 

Mr. Kellogg was in the seventieth 
year of his age, having been Dorn at 
Malden, N. Y., July 1, 1849. He was 
graduated from Rutgers College, receiv- 
ing the B. A. degree in. 1870 and the A. 
M. degree in 1873. He attended the 
Columbia Law School, from which he 
was graduated in 1872, being admitted 
to the bar in New York the same year. 
He had since practiced in this city, 
where he soon became known as one of 
the ablest members of the New York 
Bar,. making a specialty of contract 
and municipal Jaw, upon which he was 
regarded as authority. In 1890 he or- 
ganized the firm of Kellogg, Rose & 
Smith, which later became Kellogg & 
Rose, of which he was the senior mem- 
ber at the time of his death.

STOPS ARMY TYING UP MEN. 


Baker Orders Abolishment of Ail 
Severe Corporal Punishment. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The practice 
of tying military prisoners to the bars 
of cells and all other methods of severe 
corporal punishment have been ordered 
abolished by the War Department. Sec- 
retary Baker, in making the announcé- 
ment today, said the efficacy of- such 
punishment as a deterrent to violation of 
military rules had been found to be 
questionable. 

This form of punishment, Secretary 
Baker said, had been effective in the 
past in breaking the willful opposition of 
prisoners of ‘‘ the usual military type ”’ 
and had been used more as a threat than 
an actuality. 

‘‘ But during the recent months,”’ said 
the announcement, ‘‘ with the influx of 
political prisoners to disciplinary bar- 
racks, particularly at Fort Leavenworth, 
extremity of attitude on the part of this 
new vr of prisoner has at times led to 
extremity of discipline, as provided by 
military regulations. hese 
were not formulated with the litical 
type of prisoner in mind, and their ef- 
fectiveness as deterrents has been qucs- 
tionable.

Commission to Europe. 


Among the resolutions presented by 
the Clearance Committee and adopted 
by.the congress was one authorizing the 
sending of a commission to Europe to 
study the reconstruction needs of Euro- 
pean countries and to be ‘*‘ available to 
the American peace delegates should 
they need assistance in the working out 
of economic problems.’’ 

Other resolutions adopted declared 
unanimous opposition’ to Government 
ownership and operation of telephones, 
telegraphs, and cables. Congress was 
also urged ‘‘ speedily to enact legisla- 
tion providing for the early return un- 
der Federal c rs to their ownerg of 
all railroads now being operated by this 
Government, under Federal regulations 
permitting the elimination of wasteful 
competition, the pooling of equipment, 
combinations or consolidations through 
ownership or otherwise in the operation 
of terminals, and such other practices 
as will tend to economies without de- 
stroying competition in service.”’ 

Waves of approval greeted a resolu- 
tion recommending the construction of a 
great merchant marine and that its 
* operation under American control be 

safe by such legislation as may be 
necessary insure its stability. and 
lasting value to American industries.’’ 
The conference held that it is in th 
ublic interest that war ordera plac 
oe any contracting agency with the 
Government and accepted in good faith, 
jy td cancellation should be promptly 
adjusted and satisfied. The resolution 
urged the prompt payment of amounts 
due by the Government to help industry 
“to speed its transition from war to 
peace basis.’’ 

Hearty indorsement of-the industrial 
creed stated by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
on Thursday, was given by the conven- 
tion. Among the principles advanced by 
Mr. Rockefeller was for each community 
to meet local conditions rising from dis- 
location of labor caused by the sudden 
cessation of hostilities. Mr. Rockefeller

Business Men Ask Settled Policy. 


In his statement commenting upon 
Secretary Redfield’s letter, Mr. Russell 
said he believed American business men 
wished to see a definite and settled na- 
tional policy, so that importers and ex- 
porters would have assurance of *‘ con- 
tinuity of policy "’ through all Adminis- 

tions. 
bar It is this stability which attracted 
the American Tobacco Company, one of 
our most powerful and aggressive pio- 
neers in foreign trade, to the British 
flag,’’ he said. 

“American capitalists ,now operate 
under the Japanese flag’and the Nor- 
wegian flag, and will prefer almost any 
flag in getting into foreign markets 
unless we revert to the policy of giving 
full protection to investments in foneign 
fields. 

“ The Council of Foreign Relations is 
especially interested in sending friendly 
economic missions abroad with the view 
of reviving trade and travel. It does 
not agree with Secretary Redfield as to 
the time being inopportune. It is op- 
portune for Great Britain, Japan, and 
other Governments to send migsions to 
the United States, and it would seem 
that the same rule might apply to our 
sending return missions. 


Call for Missién to Japan. 


““'The council has in mind sending a 
mission to Italy, to the Scandinavian 
countries, to Holland, and to Japan. It 
would like to take up the mission to 
Japan first for the reason that there 
are no possible complications in the 
Far East. The transpacific trade is of 
increasing importance. 
>“ Japan is rapidly assuming the _posi- 
tion of middleman between the United 
States, Russia, and China, this by rea- 
son of her proximity, superior shipping 
and banking facilities, and the chaotic 
state of the currency in those countries. 
Japan has sent three or four missions 
to the United. States in the last two 
years and has another on the way. 
Aside from other questions, it is but 
courteous that we should reciprocate.’’ 

Mr. Russell said Great Britain had 
sent about 250 missions to all parts of 
the world to prepare for trade after the 
war, and he pointed to the large num- 
bers of missions in this sar ert 8 from 
European countries as proof that all 
other nations were preparing for peace 
conditions. While he said he was will- 
ing to admit that there was an argu- 
ment against sending missions to bel- 
ligerent European countries, he added 
that no such argument could prevail 
against a desire to send a mission to 
Japan. :

Shortage 3,443,012 Tons. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—British merchant 
tonnage losses were 9,031,828 gross tons 
from the beginning of the war to Oct. 
31, 1918, according to an official state- 





ment issued tonight. 


New construction in the United King- 
dom in the same period was 4,342,206; 
purchases abroad were 530,000 tons, and 


enemy tonnage captured was 716,520. 
The net loss was 3,443,012 tons. 

The statement says that in the last 
seven months the output exceeded the 
world’s losses by more than 1,000,000 
tons. In the case of Great Britain, al- 
though the output had not overtaken 
the losses, yet if purchases abroad were 
taken into account, the losses of the last 
five months were balanced by the gains. 


CURB ON GERMAN SALES. 


Conferees at Spa Forbid Mortgaging 
of National Property. 


PARIS, Dec. 6.—Alierniation or mort- 
gaging of railways, mines, or other un- 
dertakings in which the German nation 
is interested is forbidden by a decision 


announced by the mixed conference 
being held at Spa. 

Foreign stocks, belonging to Germany, 
as well as the gold in- the Reichsbank, 
come under the provisions of the de- 
cision. 

It is announced that negotiable instru- 
ments, documents, public records, ar- 
ticles of art, and bills of banks of 
France and Belgium taken by the Ger- 
mans during the war will be returned.

COMMODITIES PRICES. 
Declines Are Quite Marked Except 
: ae Foodstuffs. 

Not only did Dun’s list. of wholesale 
commodities prices -show more -fluctua- 
tions this week than for some time, but 
it also gave a wider margin in favor of 
the declines than has been seen for quite 
a whilé. In spite of this, however, the 
revisions in foodstuffs contained three 
advances for every decline. Wspecially 
strong were the dairy products. Of the 
55° changes in the general list this week 
32’ were declines. Last week, when the

The metals list produced no advances, 
but showed declines in antimony, lead 
and tin. The lumber market reported 
higher prices for oak and maple, but 

e other building materials there 
was a drop stern spruce lath. 
While No. 1 heavy cowhides were 
higher, lower prices were quoted on No. 
1 country steers and No. 1 buff hides.
